Musicians’ Union Will Fight 
Legislation for Music Tax 


Claim Performing License Would Be Burden on Members—Regard 
Tax Right of Society of Authors. Composers and Publishers 
as Block to Higher Wages 


NEW YORK, Julv 4.—Orcanized labor 
is to take an active part in the fight 
to be waced for tax-free music when Con- 
egress convenes acain The American 
Federation of Musicians has cone on rece 
ord as opposed to any lecislation designed 
to place e burden on its members by 
charging a performing license fee for 
music that may be boucht in the open 
market. 

This step aligns the organized musi- 
cians on the side of the radio. theater 
owners and hotel terests. which have 
consistently opposed the copyright laws 
under which the Socrety of Authors, 
Composers and Publishers have exacted

taxed. 

The musicians would divert some of 
the money now collected by the Society 
of Authors, Composers and Publishers, to 
their members, by a law which would 
make all music performed in public.

“Bare Facts’ Falls Flat 
As Sophisticated Revue 


NEW YORK, July 2.—It is stated bv 
those who claim to know that Bare 
Facts of 1927, the intimate revue which 
opened last Wednesday at the tiny Tri- 
angle Theater, Greenwich Village, is 
pointed for a Broadway run after four 
weeks in the downtown cellar. Let it 
be sald now that unless an almost en- 
tirely new production is substituted be- 


fore that time the piece will only be 
seeking trouble in the Times Square 
area, for, as it stands now. Bare Facts 


could hardly be called a first-rate ama- 
teur production let alone attempting to 
compete as a professional attraction. 

In tne first place, the sketches con- 
stitute about as inane and outlandish 
a mass of gibberish as has been gathered 
within a single production. It is 
dent that an attempt has been made to 
be sophisticated, but the sophistication 
is so strained, far-fetched and amateur- 
ish that it is easily the most unsophisti- 
cated feature of the piece.

For Open-Air Concert Series

The larger cities, also the smaller ones 
in the State of Wisconsin believe in the 
enjoyment and cultural advantages to 
be had thru providing summer concerts, 
and many, many thousands of dollars 
are spent annually for this purpose. 
Milwaukee yearly appropriates a sum 
ranging from $14,000 to €165.000 for con- 
certs in its parks. According to Frank P. 
Schumacher, secretary of the Board of 
Park Commissioners, Milwaukee has 
been giving concerts in its parks for the 
last 20 years. Last year the schedule 
provided five concerts weekly in Mitchell 
ark. Washington Park, Humboldt and 
Kosciuszko parks and a program every 
night in Lake Park. The Park Board 
engages the conductor of the band, and 
the programs must always be of a hich 
Standard. Soloists are presented free 
quently, and the various musical socie 
eties and clubs, such as the Elks’ Club 
and Liederkranz, have assisted. The 
board is again considering staging some 
of the lighter operas, but there is doubt 
as to success because of climatic condi- 
tions.

Sadler Show Turns ‘Em Away 
Three Weeks at Sweetwater 


Harley Sadler reports from Sweetwater, 
Tex., that his dramatic and musical 
show started on its third week of turn- 
away business June 20 in that town 
after a most unusual spring in which 
lots of bad weather was encuvuntered. 
Business conditions. he says, have been 
depressed even in the oil region. He 
writes: 

“The crops I would judge to be about 
30 per cent normal. No spring rains 
to speak of. Good rains have fallen re- 
cently. which was the first of any note 
since early last January. There is :uf- 
ficient time. however, for row crops. and 
thru. the agricultural section the 
farmers are busy preparing their land 
and planting it. 


“We have made many improvements 
in our outfit and have spent consicder- 
able in arranging our repertoire for our 
regular territory. Some of the plays we 
are using are the Elder Brother. Why 
Wives Worry, Children of Today. We 
are using Ward Hatcher's play, Arabian 
Love, for our feature bill. and I believe 
have given it the most lavish mounting 
ever attempted under a tent theater. 
It is rather a novelty bill. and our cos- 
tumes and scenery to date have cost 
more than $700. The orchestra uses 
Arabian costumes and a special program 
of the Orient. 


“Our company includes the following:

New chair covers for the auditorium and 
many new changes made with new ideas 
involved. Our tent is an 80-foot top, 
with four 20-foot middle pieces The 
main auditorium is filled with 1.250 
covered chairs. All electrical wiring is 
in heavy cable and our switchboard 
equipped with dimmers etc; water rip- 
ples and other electrical equipment used 
in our productions. Special drops are 
carried for vaudeville numbers Our 
Stage opening is 28 feet wide and 14 
feet in height. Dressing rooms are on 
the stage. 

“The company has been in constant 
operation for the past 370 weeks. Some 
of the members have been with the show 
that period of time without losing a 
day's salary. 


Exemplifices Co-Operation 


The Christy Obrecht Company is to 
play Northfield. Minn.. the week of July 
4. This company was routed to play the 
town some weeks earlier. but when Ar- 
thur E. Bitters representative for 
Obrecht, learned that the local picture 
theater would close this summer for re- 
modeling he changed his date accord- 
ingly. The Obrecht show has a large 
and enthusiastic following in the town 
and might have reduced receipts con- 
siderably for the local theater. It was 
simply out of respect for the local man- 
ager’s (Everett Dilley) square dealings 
with tent shows that prompted Mr Bit- 
ters to change his date. Co-operation 
of this kind would go a long way in 
keeping some towns on the tent-show 
map. The idea is worth trying at any 
Tate.

Rialto 
Film: “The Way of All Flesh’ 


(Paramount) 

A powerful screen drama made many 
times more so by the masterful char- 
acterization of Emil Jannings. This is 
his first picture to be made for Para- 
mount in this country. Its motivating 
theme is very much similar to that of 
Babbitt except for its period setting and 
the tragic twist at the end. While the 
picture does not follow the Samuel But- 
ler novel of the same name, it is based 
on a precept from that literary work. 

The action is divided into three 
episodes. In the first Jannings is shown 
as a home-loving, honest, hard-working 
German-American burgher, with a posi- 
tion of trust in a Milwaukee bank. In 
the second episode he is shown as the 
bashful, boob-like dupe of a golddigger, 
who wrecks his life by filching a parcel 
of bonds he has been instructed to sell 
in Chicago. In the third and final 
episode he is shown as a broken old man, 
who thru a trick of fate has managed to 
hide his identity, that his family may 
never know his disgrace. 

The Way of All Flesh has an equal 
mingling of comedy and pathos. The 
final scenes are real tear-jerking mate- 
rial—the sort of stuff that doesn't leave 
a dry eye in the house. This picture 
adds new laurels to Jannings’ reputation 
as one of the foremost screen actors of 
this day and age. He is admirably sup- 
ported by Phyllis Haver as the blond 
vamp. Belle Bennett plays the trusting 
wife. The work of the juvenile players 
is all that could be desired. A remark- 
ably fine picture. To Victor Flemming. 
who directed The Rough Riders, goes 
much credit for the way in which this 
picture is handled. E. H 


Capitol 
Film: ‘Captain Salvation” 
(M.-G.-M.) 

In spite of its preachment features and 
the formula ending, making the slice 
from life in Captain Salvation merely 
another familiar cut, the picture is a 
good evening’s entertainment, packed 
with melodrama, pathos, tragedy and 


bliss. The background is that of a 
fanatical New England Coast town, 


whose minister is ostracized when he 
proves his Christianity by giving protec- 
tion to a Jezebel, survivor of a ship- 
wreck. The young minister, played by 
Lars Hanson, who essayed a similar role 
in a similar background in The Scarlet 
Letter, rebels at the bigotry of his peo- 
ple and flees all, including the sweet- 
heart. He goes to sea with the unchaste 
waif. Melodrama stalks into the lime- 
light as the vessel, out at sea, is re- 
vealed as a convict convoy. The Jezebel, 
of regenerate frame of mind, kills her- 
self to save her soul in the face of un- 
welcome advances from the ship’s 
captain, and the hero, after killing the 
villain, sails the ship back to New 
England to prove his theory of true 
Christianity, whereupon he is forgiven 
by all. Hanson is impressive as the hero 
and Pauline Starke excellent as the 
scarlet woman. 


The story of Captain Salvation is the 
sort of material Will Hays bans as stage- 
play adaptations. John Colton, coauthor 
of Rain, banned work, wrote the titles. 
some of which are couched in strong 


English.

“Bear this in mind—forced encores 
will not be tolerated. Sufficient enter- 
tainment must be provided without re- 
sorting to the revrehensible practice of 
sending out principals and chorus in 
encore after encore without any demand 
by the audience. : 


“Any principal or ehorus girl being 
absent from work will not be paid for 
such time lost, no matter what the 
cause may be, unless the circuit so 
orders. 


“Franchise holders must not allow any 
performers employed by them to appear 
or take part in any public or private 
entertainment other than in houses 
booked by this association without first 
obtaining the sanction of this office in 
writing. 

“The straight man of each company 
must give at every performance a three- 
minute interesting talk on the merits 
of the show that follows. 

“Salaries must be paid to principals, 
chorus and crew not later than Wednes- 
day of each week. Show manager will 
take receipt in duplicate for all salaries 
paid (amount need not be stated) and 
duplicate receipt sent to tHis office not 
later than Thursday of each week. 

“Program, underline, plots, cuts or 
mats must be sent by you to the thea- 
ter three weeks in advance of play date. 
Press matter will be mailed direct to 
theaters from this office. 

“Photos will be furnished and mailed 
by the Strand Studio, 1579 Broadway, 
New York. Fifty photos will comprise 
a weekly set, 80 per cent of which must 
be pictures of females. The cost of a 
season's supply will be the same as Jast 
year, namely, $350, $45 to be paid with 
the initial order and ¢10 each week 
thereafter until the total of $350 has 
been paid. 

“All franchise holders must furn’sh 
the press department with copy of press 
matter, giving the name of the .how, 
title of the first part and burlesque, 
and the names of all principal perform- 
ers. Any and all changes or conteme 
plated changes in cast must be ime 
mediately reported to I. H. Herk and 
copies sent to press department. Re- 
placements, when possible. should be 
made thru the Mutual Booking Office. 

“No show will be allowed to present 
the same bits, business or numbers less 
than five weeks apart. Make it your 
business to ascertain the bits and num- 
bers being presented by shows five weeks 
ahead of you. and see that you do not 
conflict. When it becomes necessary to 
change objectionable bits or numbers, or 
reconstruct or build up a show, it shall 
be done by an experienced producer to 
be named by this association; and all 
expense incurred in connection there- 
with shall be paid by you. 

“You will continue to collect nightly 
from house managers. without exception, 
pro rata share of authorized guarantee. 
On the first failure of the houses to pay 
the required sum, notify this office by 
wire; instructions will be given asto your 
course of procedure. We will not be re- 
sponsible for any losses you may sustain 
by failure to comply with this imperative 
order. 

“Saturday night opening at the be- 
ginning of the season will be paid for 
at the rate of one-twelfth—one-four- 
teenth of authorized salary of principal 
and chorus and one-sixth of salary of 
Stagehands and leader, plus $50 profit 
to owner. All midnight and extra per- 
formances will be paid for at the rate 
of one-twelfth or one-fourteenth of au- 
thorized salary of principals and chorus, 
one-sixth of stagehands and _ leader. 
When fhe show goes over the top in ex- 
cess of received for such 
extra performance or performances, the 
sum so received shall be deducted from 
the company’s share before participating 
in excess profits. 

“Booking and costume fees will remain 
as heretofore, namely, costumes and 
scenery, $100; booking fee, $25; press 
work, $10, and railway pool, $10. 

“Routes No. 1 and No. 2 will be plaved 
on a percentage basis. Booking fee. $00. 

“Rerths, where necessary. will be fur- 
nished for chorus and crew. Principals 
and manager will supply their own sleep- 
ing accommodations 

“You are specifically warned not to 
give or permit to be given a vulgar 
entertainment. If you do so there is but 
one result—cancellation. What we want, 
and must have, is a rapid, swift moving 
entertainment; plenty of laughs. good- 
looking chorus and talented principals. 
And above all speed. If you can give us 
this kind of a show, your franchise is 
assured. If you can‘'t-——-?

offering houses to both circuits. houses 
in several instances in the same towns 


that does not warrent the presentation 
of one show a week, let alone two com- 
petitive shows. 

A comparison of the offers 
competitive circuits convinced Scribner 
and Herk that they could co-operate 
along these lines to mutual advantage 
of their respective organizations, like- 
wise to the benefit of their respective 
producers. The same is applicable to 
producers who have been playing two 
ends to the middle in their negotiations 
with the heads of both circuits, and to 
principais who have been doing like- 
wise with producing managers on both 
circults. 

The agent evil came in for its share 
of discussion and it was decided that 
the woes of producing managers and 
principals could be alleviated by a com- 
parison of salaries paid principals in 
the past and the demands of agents at 
present. 


made the 


Careful consideration was given to 
principals who in the past have evi- 
denced the fact that they are not 
amenable to logical reasoning or man- 


acement, several of them being listed as 
dirty workers in spite of repeated warn- 
ings from house managers and company 
managers to keep their lines and action 
clean. These offenders, some of them 
already signed up for shows on both 
circuits, will be given another chance 
to clean up, and if they do not abide by 
orders they will be listed as undesirables 
by both circuits. 

The chorus girl problem came in for 
considerable discussion and debate, and 
it was finally decided to leave it to 
the individual manager to pay as much 
as he deemed proper to individual girls. 
with the minimum salary set as $30 per 
week for choristers on both circuits. 

A listing of all chorus girls will be 
available to the heads of both circuits. 
Complaints against individual girls will 
be carefully investigated, and where it 
is found that a girl is a wilful, repeated 
offender, she will be listed as an unde- 
sirable. 

Censorship of shows on both circuits 
will be strict. and comparison made by 
the heads of both circuits as to the 
best methods to be employed for the 
improvement of burlesque. 

Scribner and Herk are both agreed 
that burlesque has been jeopardized by 
the influx of irresponsible house oper- 
ators, with little or no experience in 
burlesque, in organizing stock com- 
panies that have attracted the attention 
of reformers and police, with its attend- 
ant newspaper publicity, that tends to 
the disparagement of burlesque in gen- 
eral. 

Consideration is now being given to 
an offer made the heads of both circuits 
from a promoter outside of burlesque 
who is planning the establishment of

That's what the announce- 
ments says, isn't it?” 

Queried about the donation to the fire 
department, the same citizen said: 

“I'm satisfied, and so is everyone else 
as far as I Know. We got our money's 
worth from the show itself, and. be- 
sides, we Know that 10 per cent of our 
money goes to the fire department's 
sick and disabled fund, not counting all 
the other money that the show people 
spent while in town. The trouble with 
the movie manager is that he can't think 
of anything except that he lost some 
business. Everybody else seems to be 
satisfied.” 

In extreme contrast to the attitude of 
the Strand Theater here is the co-opera- 
tion being extended to the Gould Play- 
ers at their next stand. Greenville. by 
Bert E. C. Silver, an old picture show 
man, who also is mayor of the town. 
The lot in Greenville is right by the 
Silver Family Theater. so Mayor Silver 
has taken space on the Gould Players’ 
advertising herald and is running an 
announcement of his attractions for the 
week.

Barrie regarding a new two-a-day vehicle 
for Ethel Barrymore. Barrie, however, 
is not the only British or Continental 
celebrity in the playwriting field on Pol- 
lock’s list of calls. Michael Arlen will 
also be consulted and a host of other 
foreign writers. 


Pollock's mission is not by any means 
limited to exploration work for the 
Eastern chain of the Keith-Albee enter- 
prises. During the last several weeks 
evidence has been presented again and 
again that President Marcus Heiman and 
General Manager Max Gordon, of the 
Orpheum outfit, are less interested in the 
one-act play situation than their col- 
leagues in the K.-A. office. In fact, an 
official announcement sent out last week 
stated that the rehabilitation of the 
one-act play will take definite form thru 
this circuit in a comparatively short 
time. Altho names were not revealed, it 
was stated without condition that “a 
special producing staff will look after 
the presentations”. 

Probablv the most important result of 
the pioneer work now being carried on by 
Pollock and others in the Keith-Albee 
organization will be the signing of the 
death sentence of the stereotyped flash 
act. It has been intimated that the re- 
turn to popular favor, thru organived 
propaganda, of the one-act-play will 
work toward expelling almost completely 
from favor the black bottom-Charleston 
style of singing and dancing act. When 
plans have been thoroly worked out 
no bill will be complete without 
one-act play. 

Another outcome of the movement in 
favor of the rehabilitation of the 
dramatic and comedy sketch will be the 
gradual lessening of stress on “names” 
in th> billing and exploitation of this 
type of variety entertainment. Pollock 
intimated that in the future the policy 
of “the play's the thing” will be pursued 
Legit. stars will continue to be used. but 
the main consideration will be their 
qualifications for the roles in the plays 
drawn up for their consideration. At 
present Polfock’s one-act-play labors are 
advisory, but if plans proceed smoothly 
the department will function as an 
integral and active part of the big-time 
organivation. When the circuit takes 
upon itself the production of sketches, 
the stressing of the value of the playlet

While Pollock's trip might be 
preted as a sign of his greater faith in 
foreign playwriting talent, thru his com- 
ments on the situation it is gleaned 
that he has no intention of barring 
domestic vehicles in favor of those sub- 
mitted by Europeans.

His foreign trip, he explained, will 
help him to get an into the 
international aspects of the ¢ and even 
if the material submitted and accepted 
proves to be international in flavor it 
will but carry out the primary mission 
of vaudeville, the presentation of variety 
from every angle. 

The co-operation of major-circuit of- 
ficials in the furtherance of the sketch 
idea and the frequent expressions of the 
public’s disgust with the usual flash 
makes the task undertaken by Pollock 
and others so much easier. As 
pointed out by a K.-A. official, the flash 
was only useful as a passing fancy, but 
the sketch is “infinite in its possibility 
of variety”. Flash acts are fundamentally 
different from one another only insofar 
as costumes, settings and faces are con- 
cerned, but the sketch, generally using 
life as its motif, strikes the source of 
variety and interest in its most prolific 
vein. The sponsors of the sketch revival 
movement argue that instead of depriv- 
ing artistes of work it will provide em- 
ployment for more—and better—artistes 
than now dragging along on the 
week-to-week basis.
